And it is farther declared, that whoſoever 1s 1imployed by both or either 
Houſe of Parliament,concerning the Ordinancefor the Milna,or in advan- 
cing the Propoſitions,for raiſing of Horſe, Money,or Pl ate, according to the 
inſtra&tions of both houſes,or in furthering the ſubſcriptions for Freland, or 
inany other ſervice of both or either houſe of Parliament, ſhall not depart 
that ſervice;or attend His Majeftie upon any ſummons or NG) 
fied by Letter, Proclamation or otherwiſe , except ſuch Perſons ſhall be 
compelled to ſuch departure or attendance by Authority of law. Andinfo 
doing,both Houſeso Parliament will extend the utmoſt of their Power for 


their mdempnity.
